Supernatural ; Instinct. 


With man, what may, be"termed 
‘supernatural, imstinet ” is usually 
subconscious, and connecced with 
dreams, “With dogs, runs the argu- 
}ment, these instincts appear to come 
urgently in cheir waking “moments: 
A dog in its dreams, wil! sometimes 
‘denote disquietude and ‘even an- 
guish, an@ the author suggests; “Tg 
it..that his doggy soul, fn tune 
with the infinite, is" receiving im- 
pressions of what will happen’ on 
the morrow?’’ The sheap-dog is 
taught to use his brain, and the 
Jidea ig put forward that between 
his lessons he thinks, How far 
Captain Trapman pushes, his. argu- 
ment is clear from this passage on 
the thoughtful dog: 

“What more natural than that 
Jhis primitive mind at such times 
should concentrate on the problem 
which chiefly occupied the mind of* 
primitive; man—the metaphysical 
problem of the universe? If this 
[is indeed the ense then we have nu 
reason to be surprised if the dog 
should be far nearer to the mysteries 
of the infinite than we are, who 
ao’ seldom have time to consider 
such matters, ‘In such a case: he 
{would be likely to attain to at least

fhe fakir of the East, or the prophet 
‘|of ancient times,”’ 
‘Evidence is called on three points 
to support the supernatural instinct:

Premonition, 


The Great War produced a crop 
of stories in support ‘of the dog’s 
powers of premonition, stories of 
thoge beldved dogs who in the hour

were killed at the Front, lifted up.

An historical story of a dog frus-

On Goigotha. 


One story was told the author by 
a Turkish officer. who was. in 
Jerusalem when an English tourist’s 
dog spent a whole night alone on 
fhe ‘mount of Golgotha, crouched, 
and whimpering pitfully. 

‘Another -is of & dog who 
commonly ‘attended spiritualistic 
sdances, and evinced ‘‘ great plea- 
‘sure, we are told, on vhearing a 
particular spirit yoice—that of a 
son who had “passed over.” When 
the,Great War broke out, the spirit’ 
vdice intimated that there must be 
silence ‘for awhile—the spirit) was 
concerned, with guiding the spirits 
of dead soldiers, Two years later 
the dog intimated by his behaviour 
that he wished a séance to be held, 
to this end persuatling the family 
to turn back from a. walk to church. 
So a séance was attempted, and. al- 
most .immediately the ,dead- son’s 
spirit» appeared, and announced 
that all was well with o brother 
at the front who had been reported 
missing. : re 
“Even without belief in spiritual- 
ism, says-Captain Trapman, ‘| we 
must at least be convinced of the 
highly spiritual nature of the dog 
since at worst bis instinct told him 
that if ‘they would sit in circle.in 
that particular room at that par- 
ticular time.they would be able to 
delude themselves into the belief 
that they received a comforting and 
true message.” At the best; he says, 
the story suggests that it is easier 
for the spirit of ‘the dead to com- 
municate with the dog (with no 
formality of “ sitting in a cirele ”) 
than with man, even with the dear 
triends of the’ departed. 

Drowned in a Lake. 

Captain Trapman holds that dogs 
are endowed with conscienced and 
suggests they are infinitely’ more 
acute and sensitive than our own, 
and may drive a ‘dog to suicide: 
‘A’ master of a.collie was killed 
in the Great Way. 
pitiful pining, the dog seemed to

Mr. R. Hall presided at the meet- 
ing, and the correspondence which 
formed the subject of the debate was 
read by Mr. WE, Hollands (Hon. 
Secretary). It ‘appeared that the 
Society of St. Vincent .de- Paul had 
approached certain gentlemen for 
assistance for their funds, and that 
a’ circular. letter had, been: sent to 
eight Clubs asking whether they 
were willing to take part‘'in a 
charity competition, It was sug- 
geated that Mr. F. T. James, a mem- 
her of the Cowhcil, ind acted in o 
discourteous manner by identifying 
himself with this movement, which 


‘had not received the sanction of the 


Council. 

The Chairman explained that a 
month ago the Hon, Dr. R, H. 
Kotewall made an offer of a traphy 
for charity matches ‘and that this 
was pot accepted as it was felt 
that, there was no more room for 
such.competitions. He then review. 
ed the position’ and asked for the 


| views of the meeting.

The object of this comprehensive 
plan is,to give guidance to the buil- 
ders of the»region, to enable them 
to direct urban growth so that in 
the future the greatest measure of 
health, general, welfare, safety and 
convenience will be secured for the 
inhahitants of the city which in 
1065 is expected to.-be the largest 
in thewérld. ° : 

. Preventative Measures, 


Under this plan the obtaining 
of a well co-ordinated system of 
ways and communication, a .well- 
balanced distribution of land uses 
and a natural preservation of the.
